Uncertain Taxes 
Some folks say nothing is 
certain but death and taxes. 
Now 
there

Oh, we will have them, all 
right. What is uncertain is how 
much we will be paying. 
It all began last June when 
Congress voted in the 10 per 
cent surtax. That tax was to be 
effective in April, even though it 
was 
passed 
more 
than 
two 
months 
later. 
The 
Intematl 
Revenue Service, in writing the 
standard deduction charts for 
e m p l o y e r s 
to 
use 
for 
withholding, decided to make 
the deductions at the rate of 7.5 
per cent, because the 10 per cent 
tax 
was 
to 
apply 
for only 
three-quarters o f the calendar 
year. 
That means that come April 
15, every taxpayers will have to 
pony up extcash to pay what 
should have been deducted from 
April until July. 
But the 10 per cent surtax is 
supposed to entire June 30 of 
this year. So the original plan 
was 
to 
have 
the 
pay 
roll 
deductions cut to five per cent 
beginning Jan. 1. Paying five per 
cent for each month o f this year 
would just about make up the 
10 per cent due on earnings 
during the first six months. 
But now nobody is sure. 
Congress is uncertain about the 
surtax and the incoming Nixon

has

yet 
decidided what to do about it, 
either. There is talk that it may 
be extended beyond June 30, 
either at the 10 per cent level or 
perhaps at a lower level. 
If it is continued at any level, 
it will throw off the calculation 
of the five per cent deduction 
that had been planned for this 
year. And if Congress does not 
act until June, everyone will be 
stuck for extra payments again 
in April, 1970. 
So, with taxes in such an 
uncertain state, that leaves only 
death. And the heart transplants 
may take care of that.

Badly hurt, he filed a claim fo ra workm an’s compensation award. 
“ Y o u ’re not entitled to it.” protested his employer. “ Your 
injuries had notlui*: to do with your employment. In fact, your 
working day was over when the accident happened." 
“ But I split my trousers getting out of your truck,” was Rufus’s 
answer. “ I certainly couldn’t go home in my BVD s. I ’d have been 
tossed into the booby hatch.” 
His claim turned down, Rufus took his claim to court. 
IF Y O U W E R E T H E JU D G E , would you permit the modest 
employee to collect a workm an’s compensation award? 
This is how the judge ruled: N O ! The judgt' held that had Rufus 
ripped his uniform trousers while on an authorized route, and had 
deviated from his course to go home and replace them, it might 
have been a different story. However, since he tore them at the end 
of his working day, he could not be deemed to have been operating 
the truck in he course of his employment at the time of the 
accident.
